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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a 
utility application.

Arrangement of the Specification 

As provided in 37 CFR 1 .77(b), the specification of a utility application should 
include the following sections in order. Each of the lettered items should appear in 
upper case, without underlining or bold type, as a section heading. If no text follows the 
section heading, the phrase "Not Applicable" should follow the section heading:

(b) CROSS-REFERENCE TO RELATED APPLICATIONS. 

(c) STATEMENT REGARDING FEDERALLY SPONSORED RESEARCH OR 

DEVELOPMENT. 

(d) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC (See 37 CFR 1.52(e)(5) and MPEP 608.05. Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), 
and tables having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be 
submitted on compact discs.) or

A brief summary 
or general statement of the invention as set forth in 37 CFR 1.73. The 
summary is separate and distinct from the abstract and is directed toward 
the invention rather than the disclosure as a whole. The summary may 
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point out the advantages of the invention or how it solves problems 
previously existent in the prior art (and preferably indicated in the 
Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention. 

(g) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawing(s) : See MPEP § 
608.01 (f). A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.74. 

(h) Detailed Description of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(g). A 
description of the preferred embodiment(s) of the invention as required in 
37 CFR 1 .71 . The description should be as short and specific as is 
necessary to describe the invention adequately and accurately. Where 
elements or groups of elements, compounds, and processes, which are 
conventional and generally widely known in the field of the invention 
described and their exact nature or type is not necessary for an 
understanding and use of the invention by a person skilled in the art, they 
should not be described in detail. However, where particularly 
complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, 
compounds, or processes may not be commonly or widely known in the 
field, the specification should refer to another patent or readily available 
publication which adequately describes the subject matter. 

(i) Claim or Claims : See 37 CFR 1.75 and MPEP § 608.01 (m). The claim or 
claims must commence on separate sheet or electronic page (37 CFR 
1.52(b)(3)). Where a claim sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, each 
element or step of the claim should be separated by a line indentation.

Utility 

1 . Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
not supported by either a specific asserted utility or a well established utility. 

The specification provides a general historical and theoretical discussion of 
elementary particles, quantum physics, particle states, and suggests the use of vector 
mathematics in the analysis utilized in the history. The specification does not describe 
an actual utility for the invention, nor does it provide apparatus and methodology for 
building or creating a viable operating invention. 

Note: Because the claimed invention is not supported by a specific asserted 
utility for the reasons set forth above, credibility cannot be assessed. 

Claims 1-6 are also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. Specifically, 
since the claimed invention is not supported by either a specific asserted utility or a well 
established utility for the reasons set forth above, one skilled in the art clearly would not 
know how to use the claimed invention. 

Claim 1 

The recitation does not recite an objective, or elements which when combined 
perform a physical function. The recitation also does not recite a method consisting of 
logical sequential steps to perform a recited objective. The claim recites "An ordinary 
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physical construction kit of elementary particles", and then speaks generally of a 
"Cartesian coordinate segment", "structural build and installation", etc. A number of 
terms are randomly interspersed, but no specific invention is recited either in terms of 
functionally operating elements, or methodology. 

Claim 2 

The claim recites "The total collection of Nucleon isospin and global 
coordination vectors." The recitation seems to imply the existence of this "collection of 
Nucleon isospin and global coordination vectors", but does not provide a clear objective 
or any apparatus or methodology for achieving an objective. 

Claim 3 

The claim recites "The one-dimensional Lepton symmetries, structural vector 
elements, and arrangements." The recitation seems to imply the existence of this "The 
one-dimensional Lepton symmetries, structural vector", but does not provide a clear 
objective or any apparatus or methodology for achieving an objective. 

Claim 4 

The claim recites "The realization of the differential product geometrical domain 
of the Mesons and their vector elements as singly performed in elementary particle 
transformations." The claim seems to describe a natural process, but provides no 
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objective or elements or specific step methodology for achieving an objective related the 
natural process implied. 

Claim 5 

The claim recites "The realization of the orthogonal coset decomposition 
geometrical domain, symmetries and vector elements of the Baryons and their 
channels" The claim seems to be describe a process, but provides no objective or 
elements or specific step methodology for achieving an objective related the process 
implied. It recites "resonances", "states", and "transformations", but does not describe 
any objective or any apparatus or methodology for achieving an objective. 

Claim 6 

The claim recites "The set of length, configuration, and orientation-defined 
structural building elements of individual and combined root vectors." This appears to be 
discussing the mathematical representation of a some sort of particle structural 
arrangement. It does not however, provide an objective or any apparatus or 
methodology for achieving an objective. 

The specification and the claims consist of a disorganized conglomeration of 
facts relating to elementary particles, states, charges, binding materials, etc; but there 
is no clearly described or claimed invention in terms of interacting elements or 
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processes. The drawings depict vectors and particles, but nowhere is an invention 
clearly demonstrated or explained.
